\
“John Brown's Soul” on its
Last Forced March,

Qur Colored Citizens in Overllowing
Spirits - The Grand Demon-
stration in Honor of
Their Enfranchise-
ment.

To-day will forever form an epoch in the his-
tory of the city of Philadelphin; to-day will be
duly eclebrated the ratineation of the 15th article
of amendment to the Congiitution of the United
Btates, an article which bas made the colored
man an equal of every American born, and, In
wne respect, the superior of those not natives of
the soil, To«day the colored men of Philadel-
phin will parnde through the streets of this
roodly city with their flags fiying oand their

rume beating, and In thelr overllowing joyous-
ness will forget the past, the bitter past, when
to attempt euch & movement wounld have been
equal to running thelr necks into the halter,
They will forget the time waen neither their
own nor their familics' lives were safe, Yut, on
the econtrary, linble to danger and destraction at
the mercst breathing of the men (!) whe then
strove for their oppression. They will forget
the time when u fugitive slave to enter Phila-

hin was ouly to enter again into the hands of
gln oppressors, and when for a colored man to
dare raise his voice was equal to almost instant
torture,

God Is great, God is good, and no one shonld
londer shout His praises tham our newly en-
franchised citizens. To them the “Futher of
mercies” has been all-merciful. He has traly
“led them out of the Innd of Egypt and out of
the bhonse of bondage.” Thelr sufferings were
long-continued, but they have reaped a rich
reward—a reward which will endure forever
aud ever until the end of time. Thelr chastise-
ment bus been great, but thelr reward has been
still greater, and  baving eudured the sorrows
they are the better calenlated to appreciate their
new-fuund jovs,

Nince sunrise our streets have been alive with
our erlored folks—men, women, and children—
who had been on the tiptoe of expectation for
months past, and have this morning been turn-
iog things almost upside dewn in their active
preparstions for the display made to-day. The
wile, all bustle and flurry in thearranging of her
husband for the procession, the mother in’ the
fixing np of her gon, and the sisters in their own
way lending a belping baud, made every colored
household lively and time pass swiftly.

A tramp along South, Lombard, Rodman,
Bixih, Beventh, and Eleventh streets disclosed o
ala scene, and from every house-top, window,
oor-way, and every conceivable point floated
the national banting. Flags from the elze
neually obtained for a penny up to those valoned

at hundreds of dollars added to the
decorations, and Interspersed were por-
traits  of those truly  great, brave,

and good men who have gone hefore, the
men who were champlons of the colored race
when to be such was but to set oneself up to
ridicule and ofttimes punishment—the men who
bure the brunt of the battle and who fought the
rood fight until the gloriows ending, the men
who through the tender mercies of the All-wise
were allowed see the fruitlon of thelr labors be-
fore being called away.

At a bundred and one different points were
se:n the portraits of the martyr Lincoln and the
statesman Thaddeus Btevens. Nor was one
other forgotten: the face of ‘‘that pood old
mau” John Brewn was also observable at dif-
ferent places, whilst at others Grant and Colfax
came in for their share of glory. Before one
place in Lombard streei wns arranged a trans
parency, with the painting of a couple of can-
nons, 4 stand of arms, and surrounded by am-
munition, and above all the words “We never
gpike our guns." At another was displayed a
pn.iminﬁ: of the terrible day at Fort Hudson, and
at another some colored guards on picset.

Hurrying hither and thither through the
gtreets, we found the new voters arrayed in
clean white shirts and dark Vanwlcnna, all aim-
ing for the centrul polnt, Liberty Hall, around
which were already collected many hundreds,
The hall itself could scarcely be seen, so thick
was it hung with bunting, and to enter was a
matter of no small difficalty, g0 dense was the
erowd. Pushing our way inslde we found the
different officers issuing thelr respective orders
and busily preparing for the parade.

The Rellgleus Nervices,

In accordance with the request of the Central
Commitiee, the colored churches located in the
VArions ris of the elty were opened at 9
o'clock for religious services. All were well
attended, aud the utmost interest was mani-
fested in the exercises by the nudiences. Ber-
mous were delivered, hymns of praise sung, and
prayers offered, joto all of which our new-made
citlzens entered with a zest and fervor that are
characteristic of thelr race alone, The principal
ceutres of attractlon were 8t. Thomaus' P. E.
Church, Fifth aud Adelphi streets, nod the Cen-
tral Presbyterian Church, Lombard strect, below
Ninth, at both of which special discourses,
sultable to the occasion, were delivered.

At the Central Preshyterian Chureh,

‘This edifice, situted on Lombard street, below
Ninth, was crowded at an early hour, aud It was
svlth difficulty that the Thaddous Stevens Monu-
muental Association, who bad recelved o special
invitation to attend, reached the seats which
hod been set apart for them,

The pastor, Rev. J. B Reeve, aflter praverand
the cnging of a hymun, annonoeed the text,
Pualms 1xvi, 8, 4, and part of 13:—

0 bless onr God, ye people, nnd make
voles of Lis pralse to be heard.

“Which holdeth our goul in life and suflereth
not our feet to be moved.

““We went through fire and through
but Thou broughtest us out with
pantt.

In starting the diecoursejthe minister observed
that we ure here this morning not for discos-
glon. but for thanksgziving, We bl our God
to-day, would make the volee of His pralse to
be heard;-

First. Because ITe has brought osinto tuls
wealthy place—mude us citizens of &0 great o
country. 1f the eluldren of Israsl on belog re-
Jeased from thelr bondage offered up sacrifices,
bhow much more ought we to offer our thanks-
giving for the great boon which He bas con-
terred upon us,

Second, We bless Him that here ITe has kept
our soul in life smid oppressions nuparalliclad
In history, unless His own pecaline people be
excepled. Whnt has not been done to erush
out thoy life 7 The key of knowledes was talien
away: the Word of Lile perverted so far a2 men
coulil do it; every eflort was mude to destroy
the sympaihies and affections.  Yet taad life ro-
mains, The waters have not quonehed nor the
lires consnmed 1t.

Third, We bless Him because He hath not
suflered our feet Lo be moved from tids lund
where He in 11is providence —a0 dork lu the be-
gionlug—placed us. Nelther thrests of foes nor
ecounsels of miekuided friends ever moved our
fathers away from the confident expectallon of
huving, as o ruce, just what God has now glven
us—cltizenship. Here on this grest continent,
God's own grand reservation for free institu-
tions, for unfolding the principles of that king-
dom Ilis Ben cume to estatlish, 1le snffered
them Lo be placed, and from hers He has not
suffered thelr children to move. Here, to-day,
we are rejolclog over new evidences that the
taberpacle of God Is to be with men, and thmt
He will dwell among them, and that they ecan
dwell in unity. Io these things we re-
Jolce, and for these we give thanks.
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With thls right of enfranshisement comes
grave responsibllities, great temptations aod
great dangers. The hour of triumph may be
followed by days of trial, snch as we have never
known before. Temptations, such as have
borne down many strong men, will douhtless
come to us, Here, ns in the Bouth, poor men
will be put under beavy pressure, Now, as of
old, an inearnate devil may stand, saying, *'All
this will 1 give you if thon will fall dowa sod
workhip me,” and it will be g0 hard for some
colored men to eay, “Get thee behilod me, " If
they are like rome white men we have all
kuown. By nature we are no better than shey
wro,

What we want for this hour of onr rejoleing
and for coming days of trinl 18 slmple manki-
neee, and a mroly recognition of the past, pre-
gent, and future.

Among the song of several whose future He
foretold when dying there was ope compared
to a despised beast of burden, who for the
plessantness of the land erouched down between
two burdens, Years pass, and we cowre again on
Iesnchar or to his soue, but wo longer as stupid
burdep-bearers. Ol, no! It Isa time of trial
in Ivrnel; the natlonal life is threatened, and
the tribes come up to battle, and of the
children of Issachar two hundred of them wers
worth all the rest, becanse thoy nnderstood the
times,. We want just such men to-duy—men
who under their burdens have learned lussons of
wisdom. Two hundred =uch men might lead
our thousands, and snsteh Philsdelphis from
the disgrace which hus been heaped upon her
by party demagogues,

The pastor then concluded by addressing n
few personal remarks to the assoclation which
was present.  He hoped that each member of
the asrociution which bore the bonered name
of Thaddeus Stevens wounld be such & man ns
he had just referred to. He iovoked them to
be active and find some brother, degraded
thongh he be, and make him feel like o brother.
Thus, many could be saved from the enemy.
Tohelr motto should “‘lead him ltllnwurd to prin-
ciple rather thiun to party, Lo a life of virtne,”
and thus, finally, he wonld reach God aud
hcaven.

At Bt, Thomns P, E. Ohurch.

This building, loented at Fifth and Adelphi
strecls, llke the one on Lombard stroel, was
filled 1o overflowing long belore the time an-
nounced for the commencement of the services,
The Colored FPeople's Union League oceupled
front seats and were atlentive listecers to the
eloguent remarks of the Rev. W. J. Alston,
whose text wae Psalin exxvl, 8, “The Lord bath
done great things for us, whereof we are glad,”

The eloguent divine introduced his sermon
with a beantiful description of the scene which
occasioned the nse of the above sentence. He
pictured the Babylonlan ecaptivity, through
which the child ren of Isrnel had suffered for
seventy vears, They had been delivered by God
and had reached their bomes when they erected
alturs und offered up gacrifices to Him as their
deliverer., Healso referred at seme length to
the parallel case in the Seriptures—the deliver-
ance of the children of Israel from Egyptian
bondage. They had crossed the Red Sea and
Phuroah and his bosts had bLeen enguifed. So
joyous were they at thelr dellverance that they
manifested their praise to Almighty God by
singing the song: —

“The Lord I8 my strength and gong, and he (s
become my salvation; he 18 my God, and 1 will pre-
pare bim an habitation; my father's God and [ will
exalt him,"

“The Lord {8 8 man of war; the Lord {s his name.”
“Pharaoh’s chariuts and his host hath he cast into

the sen ; bis chosen captalus slso are drowned (n the
KRed Sea.”

“The depths have covered them; they sank into
the bottom as o stone,”

“Thy right hand, O Lord, 13 become glorions in
power: thy right hand, O Lord, hath dashed lu pleces
the enemy.”

The preacher then alluded briefly to the cansa
of the gathering to-day, and read the ratitication
proclamation of the pnesage of the fifteenth
smendment. He also read exiraets from the
Presldent’s message to Congress with reference
to the subject e then contended that te fully
appreciate that which the colored peeple wore
celebrating to-day, it wos neccssary to take a
recapitulatory review of the race on this conti-
nent. Prior to the emancipation proclamation,
be beld that everything was done with & view of
degrading the race. e, in proof of this, re-
verted to the frst sale of negroes into slavery by
the Duteh in 1620, and to the formation of the
Celonization Bociety in 1852, the object of which
was to drive all free men of color from this
country, which was practically to enslave the
entire colored population. He alluded to the
want of appreciation of the services of the negro
Crispls Attux, whose blood was the first shed in
the Revolutionary War. He also considered
separately, andin order, the geveral compromises
that took place with a view to enlarge the slave
territory, and made a pointed reference to the
deadly struggle in Kansas. He also referred to
John Brown's mission South, to the insult cast
upon the national flag at Sumter, and to the se-
cessjon of the Bouthern Btates.

The speaker marked the arming of the slaves
as the date of the change In the fortune of the
national arms, and held that not until then did
the Government show any reul practical sym-
pathy for the services rendered by the colored
people in its hour of need. The firsl evidence
of this apprecistion he conceived to be the
passage of the Freedmen's Bureau bill. This
was followed by the fourteenth amendment, and
finally the ratification of the fifteenth amend-
ment hus been announced. ‘These boons were
the gifts of God—the grand stepplog-stones of
the full panoplied citizenship Wlllilx which to-day
the colored people are all elothed.

The Banner Prosentation,

At noon a handsome banner was presented to
the colored citizens of Philadelphia by the
Union League, in the principal drawing-room e
the League bullding.

Yrevious to the presentation the banner was
on exhibition at the north end of the roem, It
was a most beautiful affuir, and reflects great
credit gpon both the desiguers nnd makers. The
dlmeninns of the banner proper areabout seven
by six feet. The face §s of white silk, oroa-
mented at the sides with rich gold embroidery,
two Inches in widih,

The ends of the cross bars are mounted with
small gilt eagle heads, and from the bottom
bangs heavy gilt finge. The principal design
ig ju a clreular form, aud represents a colored
paldior mecting and taking by the band a whire
trother. Both of the principal figures are in
full regimentals. The colored soldier has his
head uncovered, and s raising his free hand Lo
eall Heaven to wituess the sineerity of the feel-
ings which the action expresses. In the back-
ground an army 18 assembled, with the necom-
paniment of drums, cannoon, avd otlhier warllke
muplements,

1o the front ravk of the army stands the mar-
tyr Lincoln, bolding forth the immortal Euan-
vipation Proclsmation, Oo the leflt a megro
famlly are grouped togethier in an attitude of
ihankfulness, In the rear of the army may be
seen the white Capltol bulldings, and over all
the sun is just breaking through & dark eloud
which hos oversoadowed |t

Thisn design is surrounded by a wreath, and
under It i3 the lnseriptlon “Jus oicilalis
@qualis, vis cioltalis es.” Tue top of the ban-
ner {8 surmounted by a zilt eagle, which holds
in Its mouth the ends of two besutiful ellk
American flags.

The finms are draped in praceful festonns on
both eldes, and are confined with henvy gilt
eords and tessels, which extend down the sides
and hang loosely from the ends, for the purpose
ol belng usod ue stays In earrying.

The reverse s of blue sllk nud bears the {ol-
lowing ingeription: —"*Preseuted to our Colored
Citlzens, by the Unlon League of Phllade im,
in commemoration of the ratilleatlon of the Fif-
teenth Amendment of the Constitution of Lhe
Unlied States, April 26, 1870."

Al a quarter afier 12 the colored committes of
arrapgements of the celebration filed ioto the
room, where they wore met by the Board of
Managers of the Union League. ™ The commities
was composed of twelve members. They were
dresged in plain black sults aud white gloves.
The President of the League lotroduced Mr.
Charles Gibbons as the person who had been
felected to make the Hmuntuuon address. The
colored gentlemen ncknowledged the introduc-
ton by bowing. Mr. Gibbons then spoke as
follows: —

My, Gibbona' address was replied to on bahalf
of the colored eitizens by Mr. Octavius V, Catto,
who thanked the League heartily for the |
present.

His gpeech was very neatly delivered and was
mogt n]nprnprhllt‘ to the oceasion,

At the conelusion of the presentation exer-
eigen the committes and the spenker weére con-
gratulated hy the League, after which they with-
drew, the bearers inking the banner and carrying
it into the line of the procession.

The Processlon.

Abont noon the immense crowds of colored
peaple who had been for sotne hoars previous
promenading the prineipal thoronghfares began
wending thelr way towards Broad street, where
the procession would form. By 1 o'clock the
first insialment of those who were to partici-
pete in the display arrived on that avenue, and
was recelved with the elnpping of hands and
the waving of handkerchiefs. June by one the
remainder of the associotions and socletics
came on the gronnd, and were similarly groeted
bv the enthuslagtic byestanders. Race, Arch,
Market, Chesunt, Walput, Sprace, Pine, Lom-
hard, ond Sonth streets were devotad to the
formation of the wvarions divisions, and this
ceremony was completed with surprising
alnerity.

At o very few minutes after 2 o'clock,all being
in readiness, the signal was given and the rizhts
of the different divislons filed on Broad street,
The line then countermarched (o Lombard, |
down Lombard to Fifth, Fifth to Pine, Pine to
Ninth, Ninth to Walnut, Walout to Tweltth,
Twellth to Cheenut, Chesnut to Fifth, Fitth to
